Turkey Is Preparing to Protect

Rome, September 24.—The Italian 
government is moving rapidly and with 
determination in the matter of an Ital- 
lan ‘protectorate over Tripoli. Its 
plans are no longer concealed, and its 
attitude is favored by all classes ex- 
cept the advanced section of the social- 
ists, who threaten to call a general 
strike in the event of hostilities. 

Although not attaching much im- 
portance to the strike, the government 
is acting with the greatest prudence in 
every way, and has decided to call to 
the colors 112,000 reservists, so as to 
be prepared for all emergencies, both 
at home and abroad, 

According to the information in offi- 
cial circles tonight, the government 
still hopes to effect an amicable ar- 
rangement with Turkey whereby it 
will secure a lease of Tripoli under 
the sovereignty of Turkey, paying 
therefor an annual rental,

He has secured a 
central campaign committee, and will 
go actively to work this week to se- 
cure in Atlanta that portion of the 
fund it is considered this city should 
give to the institution. 

Amounts Asked Here. 

The subecriptions to Wesleyan’s en- 
dowment fund are payable in five an- 
nual installments, so that a person 
giving $100, for. instance, will pay $20 
a year for five years.

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“Leesburg, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-The preliminary trial of Maud 
S. Childers, charged on a warrant wit 
having murdered his wife, Etta Rich- 
ardson Childers, by giving her strych- 
nine in a headache medicine, on Aug- 
ust 15 last, and who has been con- 
fined in the Lee county jail since his 
arrest in Americus Wednesday night 
last, will be called tomorrow morning 
in the superior court room at 9 o'clock. 
and the indications tonight are that 
there will be no further delay in the 
case, 

Up to a late hour tonight, however, 
the attorneys interested in the case 
had not agreed upon a justice of the 
peace to preside. Neverthliess, it has 
been practically agreed that Judge 
Henry Long, of the Leesburg city court, 
who presided at the Robert Kennedy 
hearing on Monday and Tuesday of 
last week, will open the session of 
court and vacate in favor of the jus- 
tice upon whom tthe attorneys shall 
agree. When Maud Childers’ attorney 
informed the curious and eager assem- 
bly Thursday last that it had been 
agreed that the case should go over 
to Monday, September 25, it was an- 
nounced, too, that it was further un- 
derstood among the parties interested 
that Judge Long would not preside 
for the. reason that business mat- 
ters which could mot be sacrificed 
were then demanding his attention, 

Judge Long, complying with his 
promise made when the inquiry was 
adjourned, has been giving freely of 
his time, issuing subpoenas as rapidly 
as they are requested,

esty is either the text or one of the 
subheads. Whenever a man speaks 
on advertising his views on honesty 
are sure to be expounded. HONESTY, 
CLEANLINESS AND MORALITY, 
IN COPY AND IN MEDIUMS, are the 
topics of the hour, 

“Well and good. Copy should be 
honest and mediums should be clean. 
A general acknowledgement of the 
truth of this fact has had much to do 
with the MARVELOUS UPLIFT in 
the character. of advertising and of 
advertising men and mediums, which 
we have witnessed during the past 
ten years. 

“But morality is not a matter of 
one dimension—it has many sides. 
If it is moral to maintain absolute 
cleanliness and honesty for the read-

SCORES PRESENT SYSTEM 


Showing the absolute necessity. for 
a new charter for the city of Atlanta, 
and detailing some of the costly blun- 
ders which have been made under the 
present system of government, Martin 
F. Amorous has made a strong argu- 
ment for a change in the present 
form of government. 

Mr. Amorous is well qualified to 
discuss the present charter and to 
say what changes should be made. 
For years one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent citizens, and for three 
terms a member of the city council, 
serving once as chairman of the 
finance committee, he is in a position 
to speak with authority. 

His card is as follows: 

While Judge Hillyer’s argument is 
admitted that Atlanta has had good 
men in council since 1874, he is over- 
looking the tremendous increase in the 
work of the city council—I was a 
member in 1888 and also 1904 and 1909 

In 1888 two meetings of council 
half a day each and two to three com- 
mittee meetings or possibly four to 
five days in a month would satisfy 
all demands. 

In 1909 two regular meetings of 
council, often prelonged or adjourned 
over two days—special meetings and 
committee work—required my whole 
time. 

Enlarging the general council from 
18 to 30 members does not lessen the 
individual work, but prolonged council 
and committee meetings and delayed 
conclusions. 

There are hundreds of good men in 
Atlanta—among the ranks of labor as 
well as capitalists—that would make 
efficient councilmen, but in justice to 
their work and families can not now 
afford to accept the office at $300 a 
year, though they could in 1874, 

John Grant is about the only man I 
know in Atlanta that could afford to 
do it, but I believe even he would have 


to hire an extra clerk or two to at- 
tend to his private business. 


Need Thought ang Planning. 


The city’s business details needs for 

efficiency and economy, not only a 
resolution or two at meetings of coun- 
cil or committee of boards, but con- 
tinuous thought and planning ahead 
this year for next and so on, and in 
the case of the waterworks investi- 
gating and planning for ten to twenty 
years ahead to provide an increased de- 
mand .and to conserve what we now 
have. The land for the new reservoir 
was bought nearly seven years ago and 
is not yet utilized. Several years ago, 
during a season of drought, this city 
was threatened with a water famine. 
What council since that time has taken 
any action to prevent in future a 
famine? Who, under our present sys- 
tem, is charged with the duty to make 
plans or acquire means for a fixed, 
Sure ample supply of water in ali sea- 
sons? NOBODY, Yet if we don’t soon 
acquire property up the river and con- 
struct reservoirs to store water in 
time of freshet we are sure some day 
to have a famine. Our future as a 
great city and our present needs re- 
quire men in full control—responsible 
and with authority to ‘act—with a 
salary to justify them in earnest effort 
to fill and retain their positions, hence 
I favor the new charter. I would be 
willing to give them twiee the pro- 
posed salary and believe they would 
be cheap at that. 
. Some think we ean’t get the men to 
fill the commission. They.-are looking 
among one class only. The experience 
in Des Moines was that the twee best 
commissioners out of five came from 
the ranks of labor—one a coal miner, 
the other a printer—we have hun- 
dreds of capable men in Atlanta and 
the people will have plenty to select 
from. In the purchase of the United 
States postoffice fer a city hall the 
council to act under our law were 
helpless, but for the individual act of 
Bob Maddox assumin responsibility 
and putting up the $76,000.

In 1888 or 1889 Mr. Belknap, then 
manager of the Central Railway, and 
representing other steam railroads, 
offered to construct bridges over 
Mitchell street, Forsyth street and 
Whitehall street and foot bridges over 
Pryor and Loyd streets, and all ap- 
proaches, free of expense to the city, 
if the city would stand between them 
and property damage suits by reason 
of the construction of these bridges. 
The proposition did not get over two 
votes in council. Since that time the 
city built Mitchell street and got a 
part of its cost from the railroads. It 
built Forsyth street without one dol- 
lar from the roads. It bullt White- 
hall street and nothing from the steam 
roads and it built an underpass on 
Pryor street and nothing frem the 
roads. This blunder alone cost the 
city several hundred thousand doHars 
and yet this council went down in his- 
tory as a good council. I know it was 
govud because 1 was a@ member of it 
myself, 

Some Costly Errers. 


Asphalt contracts were made and 
price paid for ten years’ repairs to be 
made by contractors, The streets wore 
and the contractors did not repair 
them and the city spent $20,000 re- 
pairing these streets within the ten 
years, and, during Mayor Maddox's 
administration, $75,000 was paid by the 
eontractors as a compromise; this was 
accepted because the city attorney said 
we could not collect by suit, as the 
city did not notify the several com- 
panies when repairs were needed. Bob 
Maddox and I both tried to find some- 
body responsible for this loss, but we 
could not blame anybody. 

The pump bought from the Holly 
Manufacturing Company about .nine 
years ago, under a five-year guarantee, 
developed cracks in a cylinder that 
eost about $9,000. Bob Maddox went 
after the Holly people and they declin- 
ed liability. He then sought to sue them 
and found they had not given ary bond 
and could not be sued in Georgia.

Let’s change We can’t be 
any worse, for we will have men under

‘* of trade in violation of the 
uan anti-trust law, was set forth 
in i report of the commissioner of 
corporations, Herbert Knox Smith, 
which ‘vas sent to the president and 
meade jublic today. It was the sec- 
o @ pait of a report on the tobacco 
injustry and deals with the earnings, 
capitalization and investment of the 
great tobacco combination. 

The commissioner points out that 
this vast earning power which arose 
of the substantial control of the to- 
bacco industry was a monopoly re- 
sulting from concentration. The capi- 
talization of this monopolistic factor 
was much greater than the actual in- 
vestment, and by clever arrangement, 
the bulk of the earnings were cen- 
tered im the hands of a very small 
group of individuals. The enormous 
profits resulting from the inflation of 
the securities and dividends paid 
thereon, the report concludes, rested 
in their ultimate analysis upon the 
mecnopolistic advantages obtained in 
the tubacco industry through concen- 


tration of control.

Aviator Fowler Vainly Tries 
Second Time to Fly Over 
the Mountains.

Colfax, Cal., September 24.—Engine 
trouble today terminated Aviator Rob- 
ert G. Fowler’s second attempt to soar 
above the 7,000 feet pass of the Sierras 
in his attempted trans-continental 
flight, which began September 10. 

After’ a burst of phenomenal speed 
he alighted in a meadow in Emigrant 
gap, 40 miles from here, gliding from 
an altitude of 7,500 feet. At that 
height his engine quit work. This 
altitude, if mdintained, should get him 
safely over the pass in the third at- 
tempt, which he expects to make to- 
morrow morning. 

Starting from Colfax at sunrise, he 
circled aloft for nearly twenty min- 
utes, rising 3,000 feet above the ground 
and then swining due east was lost to 
sight in four minutes. His first 24 
miles were made in 21 minutes. Then 
at Blue Canyon he circled 17 minutes 
for higher altitude, starting east with 
a fine margin. 

As he soarded 2,000 feet above Emi- 
grant gap, his engine stopped abso- 
lutely and he came to the ground. He 
returned to Colfax on an engine, col- 
lected his mechanicians and went back 
to the biplane with which they tinker- 
ed all day.

Atlanta’s First Election. 

The first election in Atlanta was 
helqg on January 29, 1848, when .a 
mayor and six councilmen were chosen. 
The election was held at Kile'’s . cor- 
ner, which was at Five Ponts, a coun- 
try store where there is :now located 
a cigar store. It is reported that the 
election was “spirited and lively.’ The 
total vote polled was 216, and the re- 
sult was the election ef Moses W. 
Formwalt, Atlanta’s first mayor, and 
the following gix gentlemen as _ At- 
lanta’s first council: Jonas S. Smith, 
Benjamin F. Bomar, Robert W. Bal- 
lard, James A. Collins, Anderson W. 
Walton and Leonarg P. Simpgon. This 
council met first on Wednesday morn- 
ing, February 2. 1848. 

The following elections were with- 
out special features, except the spirit- 
ed contests which have always marked 
Atlanta’s elections. Then came the 
hotly contested elections after the 
war, during: the reconstruction period, 
when the ballot boxés were guarded 
by federal bayonets. Those were stir- 
ring times, ang they are many still 
living who took part in the political 
contests that rescueg Atlanta from 
carpet-bag rule, 

In more recent years. there can. be 
recalled some warmly contested elec- 
tions, In the late 70’s Capt. James W. 
English was elected mayor over H. I. 
Kimball, in one of the hardest fought 
political battles Atlanta ever knew. In 
the early 80's Captain James W. Eng- 
lish defeated Col. Reuben Arnold in an 
election that was one of the liveliest 
the city ever held. 

The Prohibition Fight. 

As an evidence that Atlanta rises 
superior to the most hoetly contested 
elections, the prohibition elections 
which occurred in 1885 and 1887 can 
be cited. No city was ever more torn 
up by dissensions than was Atlanta in 
those most memorable contests. The 
last prohibition election was most Dbit- 
ter, and yet when it wasg.over and the 
prohibitionists were defeated, the lead- 
ing men got together, under a promise 
made before the election, and agreed to 
“forget and forgive,’ and to work to- 
gether for the goog of the city. They 
did so, and in a few months the old

There came a period of Atlanta 
“getting together’ on candidates, so as 
to stop bitter contests, by the nomina- 
tions through conventions which, while 
resulting in harmony, soon became 
scmewhat subservient to the machina- 
tions of politicians. These conventions 
Originated in mass meetings in the 
basement of the old courthouse. At 
the mass meetings ward committees 
were appointed and these committees 
Selected a full city ticket which was 
invincible. This custom gave rise to 
a control of the mass meetings by 
those who wanted to be in power and 
it became an easy matter for a few 
“posses” to select the chairman of a 
mass meeting and to have named ward 
committees who would nominate the 
mayor, aldermen and councilmen want- 


Primary Provideg For. 

In 1890 at one of the courthouse 
mass meetings a resolution was adopt- 
ed providing for primary elections with 
the Australian ballot system, ana this 
plan has ever since been in vogue. 
Since then all city officials have been 
nominated in a white primary, and 
who were never opposed at the gen- 
eral election except in one instance 
when Robert F. Maddox ran agaiust 
and defeated the nominee for mayor, 
James G. Woodward. 

There has never been in Atlanta un- 
der the new system a democratic prti- 
mary, aS many seem disposed to think, 
but the principles have been held fre- 
gSardiess of political parties as they 
Were designated “white primaries,” in 
which all qualifie@ white voters could 
vote. 

Many years ago the city charter pro- 
videq for the election of aldermen from 
the city at large, and for councilmen 
by ward elections. This custom at one 
time resulted in the election of negro 
councilmen in wards which were pre- 
dominated by negro voters. The city 
charter was amended so as to provide 
for the election of councilmen as wel! 
as aldermen by a vote from the en- 
tire city. In the first white primar- 
ies this rule of the city charter was 
followed, but a few years ago the pri- 
mary rule was changed by a vote of 
the people so as to allow wards to 
elect their councilmen. So in primar- 
ies councilmen are named by wards, 
but in the general! election, which -is 
usually but a formality, they are vot- 
ed upon by the entire city. . 
How Charter Election Will Be Held. 

The charter election which occurs 
next Wednesday will be held under 
the rules and regulations of the white 
primary with all of its safeguards 
There will be two precincts in all of 
the wards which have large popula- 
tion or territory so that the voters 
can vote without any inconvenience. 
There will be booths so the voters can 
select their ballot without publicity. 
The managers have been chosen by 
eouncil ang are public officials under 
oath who will be required to give a 
fair count. , 

The result of the charter election 
will be known early Wednesday even- 
ing as there will be only two separate 
sets o¢ ballots to count. 

The campaign for the charter has 
been waged earnestly and fearlessly 
by both: sides and whatever the result 
the people, as I stated, will doubtless 
accept the verdict with that spirit 
which has always dominated Atlanta in 
her “battle of ballots,” ang when it 
is over Atlanta will again be united 
by that civic pride which has always 
come fo her rescue.

AT THE Y. M. C. A. 


Explains History of the Men 
and Religion Forward 
Movement. 


Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s 
Episcopal chureh, preached an inter- 
esting sermon yesterday afternoon at 
the Young Men's Christian Asseciation 
on the “Men and Religion Farward 
Movement,” in part -as follows: 

The laymen’s forward movement of 
a few years ago, which had foreign 
missions for its sole object, has been 
followed by the “Men and Religion 
Forward Movement,” which aims to 
unite the men and boys of the different 
churches of the United States and Can- 
ada in a concerted effort to apply 
Christianity to our individual and so* 
cial problems at home. (No trouble 
about reciprocity with Canada in this), 

History of the Movement. 

On the 18th day of May, 1910, forty- 
representing the interna- 
tional committee of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, and the various 
church brotherhoods, met in prayer and 
conference at the Manhattan hotel in 
New York city, having in view the im- 
provement of the spiritual life of men 
and boys in this country. J. G. Can- 
non, president of the Fourth National 
bank, of that city, presided. When 
they came together it developed that 
three different religious organizations 
had been considering, each independ- 
ently, some such plan. At this Man- 
hattan conference a committee of 
eleven was appointed “to seek the in- 
dorsement of this campaign by all ap- 
propriate bodies and their effective co- 
operation in its promotion.” 

This committee of eleven spent Au- 
Bust 22, 1910, at the International 
hotel, Niagara Falls, New York. Prep- 
arations were made for a conference 
to be held at Buffalo, October 26 and 
26, 1910. : 

At the Buffalo conference there were 
assembled 262 delegates, representing 
seventy-two cities in the United States 
and Canada. The majority’ of these 
delegates had been sent officially in 
different religious organizations in 
these cities. A general committee, 
called the committee of ninety-seven, 
was elected, with headquarters in New 
York city, and “Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement” was selected as the 
official designation. 

Motive and Impelling Causes of the 
Movement. 

The impelling causes of this move- 
ment were recognition of existing 
evils in church and state, this problem 
to be solved and the signs that the 
time was ripe for a united forward 
movement of the men and boys of this 
continent. 

The great increase of wealth has 
been accompanied by luxury and pas- 
sion for pleasure and lowered ideals of 
life—life being regarded by many as 
“an orange to be sucked, not a great 
ministry to be rendered, 

There are said to be three million 
fewer men and boys than women and 
girls in the church. 

The number of young men going 
into ministry is said to be too small. 

These facts are no cause for pessi- 
ism, but they are a challenge to all 
Christianity. 

The Dawning of a New Day. 

All signs point to the dawning of a 
new and better day. 

There has been a great ethical awak- 
ening. Probably not more evil, but 
more of it laid bare. Insistence on 
the moral law in politics and business. 

There is also improvement in the 
church itself.

come more aggressive. When the game 
was over Evans walked toward the 
clubhouse, a man jeered at him with 
an oath, Evans says, and Evans struck 
him. Evans again starteq for the 
clubhouse and in front of the entrance 
another man is said to have sworn at 
him. 
Evans resented this with Js fists 
and soon there was a general ‘melee, 
which did not end even after members 
of the Cleveland and Philadelphia 
team bore the umpire inside the club- 
house. The crowd surgeq around the 
entrance, demanding that Evans come 
back. Several women were in it and 
one was so badly wedged in the mass 
of people that two ball players had 
to rescue her and carry her into the 
clubhouse. 

Evans was not badly beaten, though 
he complained of a pain in his back; 
where some one kicked him, 

“The first fellow used some pretty 
foul language,” he _ said. “His fists 
were clenched but I hit him first. 
did not hurt him—just knocked off 
his hat. The other fellow, standing 
in the entrance to the clubhouse, re- 
fuseqg to let me by, and I hit him sever- 
al times. I am sorry such 4 thing 

occurred and on Sunday, too, but I 
’ had to defend myself.” 

Several years ago Evans was nearly 
killed when hit by a pop bottle thrown 
at him at the St, Louis American 
League ball park. 

After Evans had been spirited away 
in’ an automobile to a_ railroad sta- 
tion and out of the city. the crowd 
began stopping street cars in an effort 
to fing the umpire. Two men who re- 
sembled Evans were pulled from cars, 
but police saved them from being 


beaten.
